GAS PIPE SUPPLY 

RESERVED FOR U. S. 

The Southern Counties Gas 
Company has received tele¬ 
graphic advise from its vice- 
president in Chicago, the com¬ 
pany’s represenative who places 
contracts with eastern pipe 
mills, to the effect that the 
Youngstown Sheet &. Tube Com¬ 
pany which has the company’s 
j contract for the 1917 pipe sui3- 
! ply, has been ordered by the 
: govenunent to deliver no pipe 
I to any of its customers without 
an order signed by a goveniment 
agent releasing such pipe. 

On account of the very large 
amount of pipe which will be re¬ 
quired to supply gas, water and 
other commodities to various 
training camps throughout the 
country, the government evi¬ 
dently has found it necessary to 
take this step to conserve pipe 
foi’ these urgent purposes.

'i hat is to say, the physical ex¬ 
amination of all registrants wuo 
presented themselves W’as made, 
and inlormation given out oy 
tiie board in regard to exemption 
claims. A few oi tiie registrants 
who because of illness were un¬ 
able to present tnemselves at 
the board's headquarters, will be 
examined at their homes. 

So far beneath the i-.. quota 
for this division did the first 
draft estimate fall that it will 
be necessary for the boai'd at 
once to issue a second call for 
600 registrants, inis will make 
a total of 918 men to be called 
for the first draft quota of 159 
men. 

Will Pass On Cases 

Under the second call, as it is 
now planned, the board will noti¬ 
fy the men to appear 100 a day 
for six days, probably eai’ly next 
week. 

In the meantime, as soon as 
the board finally cleai’s its e>:am- 
ination records in the first call, 
the various cases will be segre¬ 
gated and claims for exemption 
passed upon. lUe secretary of 
the exemption board declares 
that over eighty per cent of the 
exemption claims will be based 
on one condition, dependent 
wife and children. The typical 
case, according to the official, is 
that of a young man on a salary 
or with a small business as his 
whole support, and with a wife 
mid possibly one or two children 
dependent upon him for suppoi't. 
Such cases will generally call for 
exemption recommendations. 

Many Aliens Here 

In the list of 818 men first 
called in Division No. 6, there 
were 88 aliens. 

The names of several register¬ 
ed men who have failed to ap¬ 
pear before the board have been 
given into the hands of officers, 
with instructions that they be 
rounded up at once. 

In the closing day’s work yes¬ 
terday the board, with three 
surgeons and four clerks assist¬ 
ing in the work examined fifty- 
seven registrants. Of this num¬ 
ber nearly half, or 28 men, were 
rejected for physical disability. 
Of the 29 accepted, 15 claimed 
exemption and 14 did not. 

Reduce Exemptions 

Owing to tne unexpected large 
number of exemption claims re- 
13orted all over the country Adj. 
Gen. Crowder yesterday ordered 
local boai'ds to watch the claim; 
with increasing vigilance and to 
exempt only the most urgent 
cases. 

It is expected that when the 
men are sent to the training 
camps and placed under the reg¬ 
ular ai-my surgeons there will be 
a further weeding out on a phy¬ 
sical basis. The examination by 
the surgeons working with tlie 
exemption boards has been com¬ 
paratively superficial. Some 
men are passed who will not be 
able to stand the rigorous rou¬ 
tine of training camp and anny 
life. The prospect of losses 
from this source has made ini- 
I'.arative that every available 
man who is physically fit be 
taken for service.

HEAD LIGHT LAW 

Many auto owners have al¬ 
ready had their lamps adjusted 
in compliance with the new state 
law. Some of them found that 
they had to be readjusted. 
Others have neglected to have 
any test or adjustment made 
and thus lender them-selves li¬ 
able to arrest every time they 
di ive at night. 

That auto owners may know 
just what the law' requires, the 
News publishes herewith the 
section relative to neadlights in 
its Complete form: 

“At the times and under the 
conditions in this section here- 
inliefore specified the headlights 
of all motor vehicles upon the 
highway shall gives sufficient 
light to reveal any person, ve¬ 
hicle or substantial object on the 
road directly ahead of such 
motor vehicle for a distance of 
at least one hundred fifty feet, 
and .shall also give sufficient .side 
illumination to reveal any per¬ 
son, vehicle or substantial ob- 
je(t ten feet to the side of said 
motor vehicle at a point ten feet 
ahead of the lamps; provided 
however, that such headlights 
sh.dl he so constructed or ar¬ 
ranged that no portion of the 
beam of reflected light when 
mi^asured seventy-five feet or 
more ahead of said lamps shall 
rise or shall be capable of being 
raised from the driver’s seat to 
more than forty-two inches 
above the level surface on which 
the vehicle stands ahead of such 
vehicle; provided, further, that 
the term “headlight” as used 
herein, shad denote any light, ii- 
re.spective of its location upon 
the motor vehicle, the I'ays of 
which are projected forward, ex- 
cept sidelights of not to exceed 
foul' candlepower, and that the 
toim “l>eam of reflected light,” 
as used herein, shall denote the 
approximately parallel focali7ed 
rays gatheied and projected by 
a reflector, lens or other device, 
and provided, further, anything 
herein to the contrary notwith¬ 
standing that where there is 
suificient light within the later¬ 
al boundaries of the public 
highway within any corporated 
citv, town or city and county, 
to ic\eal all per.sons, vehicles or 
substantial objects within said 
Ixmndaries for a distance of one 
hundred fifty feet, no lights 
shall he required to he displayed 
on any vehicle while the same 
is not in operation, providing 
that the wheels of such standing 
vehicle nearest the sidewalk are 
located within six inches of such 
sidewalk.” 

Suggestions Recommended 

In the compliance with and en- 
foi cement of the.se provisions of 
the law the following sugges¬ 
tions issued by the legislative 
l)oard of the Americim Automo¬ 
bile A.ssociation, after exhaust¬ 
ive experiments by their own 
engineers and the experts of the 
Safety First Federation of 
America, are recommended l^otii 
to owners of motor vehicles and 
local police authorities: 

To ascertain when a light 42

tance of 75 feet in front of the 
car, the following instructions 
are given: 

(a) Have the light focused so 
! that the reflected rays will be 
I condensed in solid volume as 
1 much as possible, and so as to 
I eliminate stray rays as far as 
j possible. To focus a light, place 
I the car in front of a building or 
I any perpendicular flat surface of 
I ten or fifteen feet and by ad- 
1 justing the bulb backward or 
1 forward reduce the area of light 
■ from both lamps as neai’ly uni- 
: form as possible. This is the 
; most difficult of the three things 
necessary to overcome objection- 
: able glare. 

I (b) Place the machine on the 
, level and measure a distance of 
I 75 feet to the front. 

(c) Make a mark on a board 
! broom handle or on the coat of 
. an individual 42 inches fi’om the 
’ ground and see that the upper 
circumference of the solid vol¬ 
ume of reflected light does not 
strike above that mai'k at 75 
feet in front of the light. Police 
officers and others may easily de¬ 
termine the distance fx’om the 
ground by noting a certain but¬ 
ton, pocket, lapel, or any other 
distance-mark on their weai'ing 
apparel. By stepping in front of 
the machine on the level at a dis¬ 
tance approximately 75 feet 
they may easily detemiine' 
whether or not the lights aie' 
properly deflected. 

There are some reflectors that 
Ijecause of their improper con¬ 
struction (teing either too flat 
or too deep) would make it im¬ 
possible to secure a condensation 
of the main rays. In such cases 
' different reflectors will have to 
be secured.

SIX RULES FOR PREVENTING FIRES IN THE MTS. 

1. Matches—Be sure your match is out before you thi-ow it 
away. Matches whose heads glow after the flame is out 
are dangerous. 

2. Tobacco—Throw pipe ashes, and cigar or cigarette stumps 
in the dust of the road, and stamp or pinch out the lire 
before leaving them. Don’t throw them into brush, 
leaves or needles. 

J. Making Camp—Build a small camp fire. Build it in the 
open, not against a tiee or log, nor within fifteen feet of 
standing brush. Scrape away the trash from all around 
it. 

4. Leaving Camp—Never leave a camp fire, even for a short 
time, without quenching it with water and then covering 
it with earth. 

5. Bonfires—Bonfires are not pei-mitted on the Angelus 
National Forest. 

6. Fighting Fires—If you find a fire, try to put it out 
you can’t, get word to the nearest U. S. 
or State Fire Warden at once. Keep 
rangers. '
